Wa IUIWI I Ii April 2S.— The Interna- 
tional arbitration congress which be- 
gan a two days' session in Metxerot hall 
in this city Wednesday was a distin- 
guished gathering of prominent men 
from all parts of the country. Mr. 
Gardiner G. Hubbard called the con- 
vention to order and introduced Hon. 
John W. Kostor, ex-secretary of state, 
as temporary chairman. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds, of Vermont, 
was chosen permanent presiding offi- 
cer, lie mnde a brief speech in which 
he said thnt the United .States had the 
least reason of any greut nation,, In a 
mere selfish sense, to wish for arbitra- 
tion. It was strong enough in any but 
the most absurd cause to defend itself, 
to promote its policies and to carry 
on war, but its very strength impels 
it to be backward. 

The convention had met to^ aid -and 

ment to practice the principle of arbi- 
tration and finally all other na- 
tions might follow their example.

WEEKLY REPORT. 



Condition or Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 



The past seven days presented a I 
remarkable combination of woather 
ditions, which in some respects are 
tirely unique la tba records of the 
Weather Bureau for this state. It w 
week of July weather translated into 
April. The heat was uniformly oppress- 
ive throughout the week, and maxima 
temperatures of 90 degrees or more were 
reported almost daily. This surpasses 
any known record for the second decade 
of April. Practically no rain fell, only 
a few light and scattered showers being 
reported. The amount of sunshine re 
ceived was in excess of the average, 
clear to partly cloudy weather prevailing 
during the greuter part of the week. 

ie getu-rnl effect of the conditions 
described was highly beneicial to farm 
fag interests, though some crops were be 
ginning to need rain at the close of the 
week. All vegetation was stimulated to 
a lively growth, and much Was MCOaV 
plisbed lo offset the previous backward- 
ness of the season. The work of plow 
ing made great progress and considerable 
corn planting was done. The reports 
concerning the condition of wheat arc 
still very conflicting, but it is apparent 
that it is generally below the average for 
tbe season. 

WCaTftU Kentuc ky. 
The temperature in this section of the 
state averaged slightly lower than in 
others, und good showers early in the 
week ure reported from a few counties. 
The general tone of reports is highly fa- 
vorable. Farm work has made great 
ress, and the greater portion of the 
plowing in the higher lands has been 
implcted. and the lowlands, which bad 
therto been too wet to be plowed, are 
jw being worked. Corn-planting has 
mu under full headway throughout the 
euk, aud in some of the Southern tier 
Counties is nearly completed.
